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Rusty Burnham Road Pipes 
Bring Focus On Problems 


Old water pipes badly in need of re- 
placement have been sending rusty wa- 
ter out of the faucets of Burnham Road 
residents for years, one resident told the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night, and 
he asked when the town plans to replace 
those pipes. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony didn’t 
have an answer to that question Monday, 
but the selectmen asked him to find out 
when the Burnham Road pipes are 
scheduled for replacement — along with 
all the other water pipes that need to be 
replaced around town. 

Joseph O’Brien of Burnham Road pre- 
sented the board with a bottle of choco- 
late-brown sediment, which he said had 
collected in his water filter during a one- 
month period. O’Brien said he must re- 
place his water filter every month. 


Public Works Director Robert Mc- 
Quade has told him that the dark-colored 
water is caused by rust in the old, un- 
lined pipes under Burnham Road, O’Bri- 
en said. The water that comes out of his 
faucets is not just distasteful, he said, 
but also stains laundry, bathtubs and toi- 
let basins. 


The resident said he first complained 
to former town manager Jared S.A. 
Clark about the condition of the water 
four years ago — and is still waiting for

relief. About 20 households on Burnham 
Road, from High Street to the railroad 
bridge that crosses Burnham, share the 
water problem, he said. 

The Shawsheen Village street is not the 
only one suffering with old water pipes, 
Mahony noted: He said many downtown 
streets, such as Central Street, are wait- 
ing for new pipes, too. 

Replacing all the water pipes that need 
replacing in Andover could cost $10 to $12 
million, he estimated, so the work is be- 
ing done ‘‘a batch at a time.’’ Burnham 
Road is probably ‘‘ia the next batch,” to 
be done in the next two or three years, 
the manager said. 


Selectman William Dalton suggested 
that town officials draw up a list of 
streets that need new pipes, ‘set some 
priorities” to decide which streets are 
most in need of help, and develop a 
schedule so residents will know when 
they can expect new pipes. 


Chairman Donn Byrne asked the man- 
ager for such a list, along with the esti- 
mated cost of the work. (Mahony said 
there is virtually no hope of winning fed- 
eral funding to help pay for the work. ) 

O’Brien also asked the selectmen to 
“take a serious look’’ at Burnham Road 
— specifically, the condition of the road 
and the need for more sidewalks. Burn- 


ham Road winds from High Street (near 
Flint Circle), under the railroad bridge 
and across Balmoral Street, ending at 
Haverhill Street. 

The resident said his street has been 
bearing “heavy” commercial traffic 
generated by the Shetland Properties on 
Haverhill Street during the last four to 
five years, especially during rush hours. 
As a result, he said, the road is in bad 
condition, and the traffic is dangerous to 
children walking near the soccer field, 
where there are no sidewalks. 

The selectmen did not seem to think 
that Burnham Road is in worse condition 
than many other streets in Andover — 
and they noted that it has always borne a 
lot of traffic headed for Shawsheen 
Square. (Shetland Properties was for- 
merly inhabited by Raytheon, Selectman 
Gerald Silverman pointed out). 

They also explained that the town has 
not appropriated money for sidewalks 
for approximately eight years, when a 
sidewalk was added to Red Spring Road, 
because sidewalks are expensive to build 
and maintain. 

The board advised O’Brien to consider 
placing an article on the annual town 
meeting warrant next spring, asking vot- 
ers to appropriate funds for a Burnham 
Road sidewalk by assessing betterments 
against homeowners on the street. 


Students To Be Transported 
To West As Safety Measure 


A temporary solution to bus 24 stu- 
dents who walk along High Plain Road to 
the West Elementary School was agreed 
upon at Tuesday’s School Committee 
meeting as a temporary solution after 
one dozen parents asked the board two 
weeks ago to make the walk to the school 
safer for their children. 


Some of the youngsters who will ride 
the bus instead of walk to school live 
within 100 yards of West, said school 
Principal John A. Coyle. But, he said, 
busing seems the only alternative. 

The cost for the busing will be between 
$10 and $50 said Francis L. Paul, school 
business manager. He wasn’t sure if the 
24 students will be picked up on the three 
buses now traveling along High Plain

Road to the school from West Andover or 
if a bus will make an additional trip for 
the new bus riders, Paul said. 


The Committee also agreed to ask se 
lectmen to petition the state for approval 
to install blinking yellow lights on High 
Plain Road warning motorists they are 
near a school. And, Coyle and Seifert will 
work on a study of the traffic patterns 
around the school and the use of land 
near the driveway into the school, the 
suggestion of committee member Susan 
T. Poore. School zone signs will also be 
posted on High Plain Road, Coyle told 
the board 

Seifert told the board he didn’t think 
Andover was a “walking town,’ and 
asked whether they should agree that 


town drivers ‘‘don’t really drive appro- 
priately.”’ 

Even if sidewalks were put in along 
High Plain Road, one suggestion to make 
the walk to school safer for youngsters, 
the sidewalks aren’t plowed in the winter 
and the kids walk on the streets, said the 
superintendent.

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An Andover Childhood Aided 
Scholar-Athlete At Academy

Joe Wennick has enjoyed a dual cit- 
izenship of sorts in Andover: He’s been 
both a citizen of the town and of “‘the 
Hill.” 

He’s an Andover boy whose career at 
Phillips Academy has kept him in touch 
with sports, and with the town where he 
grew up and grew to love sports. 

Mr. Wennick has been a teacher and 
coach at the academy since 1967, and re- 
cently completed his seven-year tenure 
as the academy’s athletic director. That 
was an experience he found rewarding 
and challenging — and one for which his 
Andover childhood helped prepare him 

‘“T feel very special about growing up 
in Andover,” he says, sitting in his Abbot 
Street home, which was once part of the 
Abbot Academy campus. Articulate and 
refined, natty in a navy blazer and but- 
toned-down shirt, he is the very portrait 
of a prep school academic. 

He efirst came to Phillips Academy, 
however, with some reluctance. When 
his parents sent him to the academy as a 
day student, “I wasn’t all that convinced 
that it was a good idea,’’ he remembers. 
‘Having been such a part of the town, it 
was hard to break away.” 

Joe is the son of Harold W. Wennick of 
Lucerne Drive and the late Fern Wen- 
nick. He lives at the academy with his 
wife, Inga, a technical writer and typo- 
graphical director at CA Technology in 
Boston. They are the parents of Stefan, a 
sophomore at Colby College; Marten, a 
junior at Phillips Academy; and Lukas, 
a freshman at the academy. 

Mr. Wennick has lived in Andover — 
Shawsheen Village (‘“‘when the Spa was 
really still the Spa’), Elm Street, Sum- 
mer Street — since he was five years old. 
Before the academy, he attended the 
Jackson and Stowe schools (both gone 
now), and Andover Junior High School 
for three years. He graduated from Phil- 
lips in 1952, but is pleased to say that his 
one-time classmates at Punchard High 
School made him an honorary member 
of their graduating class. 

The Andover of his childhood, Joe 
Says, was a town made for sports. ‘With 
14,000 people, it really was a small 
town,” he explains. ‘It had a real center 

West Andover was just a couple of 


farms — and everything was within 
walking distance. It was a great town to 
grow up in. 


‘With the athletic facilities we had 
the playstead, the Guild, Phillips Acade- 
my's facilities — we were always play- 
ing sports. And we had built-in 
competition, with the kids from Ballard- 
vale, Shawsheen, the Hill — that’s what 
we called the academy.”’ 

And the Wennicks were a decidedly 
athletic family. Joe played varsity base- 
ball, football and hockey at Phillips; his 
brother Paul, who now lives in Swamps- 
cott, was a student athlete; and his sister 
Sue, now Sue McHendry and a California 
resident, was cheerleader captain. 

His father played a large part in nur- 
turing Joe’s love for sports, he says. ‘‘My 


father was then, and has continued to be 
over the years, very involved in athletics 
in the town. He was a terrific coach, and 
he taught me a lot.” 

During the World War IJ years, ‘‘Hail’’ 
Wennick coached the Andover town 
team, a semi-professional baseball team 
that drew thousands of spectators to the 
playstead every Thursday night and Sun- 


day afternoon, Joe recalls. “It was fan- _ 


tastic. They played the best teams from 
all over New England.”’ 

The elder Wennick was one of the 
founders of the Andover Boosters Club 
(he and J. Everett Collins are now the 
only surviving founders), and he’s been 
an inveterate supporter of the Andover 
High football team ever since: He’s been 
a familiar figure on the sidelines and in 
the Golden Warrior locker room as well. 

Mr. Wennick was also instrumental in 
forming the Andover Little League, his 
son says, and he officiates every spring 
at Andover High track meets. He started 
the Servicemen’s Fund, too, a schol- 
arship fund for graduating seniors at 
AHS. 

A baseball player and ‘“‘a very good 
track man’’ in his college days, Hal Wen- 
nick has never held an official post in the 
Andover athletic department, Joe points 
out 

“He gives strictly out of his heart. Our 
home was always a place for stray ath- 
letes.’’ His father’s gift for working with 
young people is, Joe believes, ‘“some- 
thing I picked up along the way. He’s

been an important influence in my life.”’ 

From the academy, Joe went on to 
Yale (where he played varsity baseball 
and hockey) and, after a brief stint with 
General Milis in Ohio, to the Army. His 
four years in the service, from 1956 to 
1960, proved to be ‘‘a very enriching ex- 
perience.’’ He served in the Intelligence 
Corps in Germany, learned to speak Ger- 
man and Hungarian, and met his future 
wife. (The Wennicks were married in 
1961.) 

Inspired by a number of Andover tea- 
chers who had “really made an impres- 
sion on me,”’ Joe became a teacher at the 
Holderness School, a small private 
school in Plymouth, N.H., where he 
taught for five years. He went on to be- 
come a Fulbright Scholar, studying in 
Germany and earning his master’s de- 
gree in German language and literature. 

He'd been teaching at the University of 
Virginia for two years, and pursuing a 
Ph.D., when Phillips Academy offered 
him a teaching position 17 years ago. Joe 
was ‘‘thrilled. I had always wanted to 
teach here.”’ 

To teach at Phillips Academy, Mr 
Wennick explains, “‘one is expected to be 
a triple threat — to teach, run a dormito- 
ry, and coach.” In addition to teaching 
German, he became one of the school’s 
first cluster deans (the school is divided 
into six residential clusters, living units 
each run by its own dean) 

Seven years ago, he was named the 
academy’s athletic director; his time in 


that position ended at the start of the cur- 
rent academic year, because Phillips ro- 
tates all of its administrative positions 
regularly, Mr. Wennick explains. His 
timing, he says, was fortunate. 

“I was lucky to have come along at 
that moment, because the academy had 
just become co-educational (after merg- 
ing with the all-girls Abbot Academy) 
We became a bigger school, going from a 
student body of nine hundred boys to one 
of twelve hundred boys and girls, and the 
athletic program had to be re-shaped to 
fit a larger, more diverse student body 
That was an exciting challenge.”’ 

As athletic director, he was very much 
involved in the building of a new athletic 
complex at PA, including a gymnasium, 
the cage, and a hockey rink. 

Built around 1978 as part of the 207- 
year-old school’s bicentennial cele- 
bration, the complex is “the only build- 
ing on campus purposely designed to 
express our commitment to co-educa- 
tion,” Joe says. “It was conceived from 
the very beginning to be co-educational, 
with equal access, equal facilities.

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“Zoning Petitions Approved 


All six petitions before the Zoning Board of Appeals at 
their meeting last Thursday, Nov. 1, were unanimously 
approved after the members visited the sites of the re- 
quests on Saturday morning. 

The seventh public hearing, where petitioners McNeil 
and Associates, of Westwood, requested a special permit 
to start work on condominiums off Poor Street in a com- 
plex they will call Brookfield, was continued to the next 
Appeals meeting set for Thursday, Dec. 6, at 7:30 p.m., in 
the School Committee conference room, upstairs in the 
school administration building, off Whittier Street. (See 
seperate story elsewhere in this issue. ) 

The town’s request for a variance to start work at the 
Riverina Road sewage pumping station was withdrawn at 
Thursday’s meeting. 

Approved, pending a final vote on the written decision 
by a Zoning Board member, as all this month’s approvals 
are, was a request from the Rolling Green Motor Inn, 311 
Lowell St., to construct a television dish antenna that will 
receive satellite television signals. James I. Agee, a rep- 
resentative from the Spectradyne Company, told the 
board that with the dish the hotel will be able to broadcast 
cable television programs in the hotel rooms and offer 
teleconferencing to patrons one 5 business meetings 
at the Rolling green. 

Teleconferencing, explained Agee, means televising 
meetings from other locations, anywhere in the country, 
as meetings are taking place at the hotel so persons at 
both can communicate. When asked why the hotel isn’t 
using cable television hook-ups from Rollins Cable Vision, 
with whom the town of Andover has a contract, Agee said 
the local cable company cannot provide teleconferencing. 

A restriction in the board’s approval, said member Er- 


nest Hall, will make Stectradyne workers put adequate 
screening to prevent those living near the dish from see- 
ing it from their yards. 

Also approved was a request from Cyr Oil to construct a 
new ‘‘Texaco”’ sign at the Village Annex Texaco, 14 North 
Main St. The new sign will be smaller and carry the new 
Texaco logo, the board was told. 

Janet and Albert Cole, 49 Pine St., were given a vari- 
ance to build a sun deck on their home, with a restriction 
that the deck be no larger than the 8 by 12 feet that Albert 
Cole told the board he planned, on Thursday evening. 

The board approved John and Elizabeth Webb’s vari- 
ance request that will allow their screened porch to stay 
on their 19 Smithshire Estate home although it is too close 
to the side lot line. 

Zoning Chairman Wesley Whitney told John Webb that 
the board usually considers such requests only when resi- 
dents are selling their homes and need board approval of 
any zoning sinconsistencies that may exist for financing. 
Webb said he wasn’t selling his home but because his wife, 
a real estate agent, found that the porch was too close to 
the lot line they decided to secure a variance should they 
ever decided to sell their house. 

Joseph and May Bernard, 459 South Main St., were 
given a special permit to add a second story onto their 
home with the restriction that their home stay a single 
family home. 

The final board approval was to extend a previous zon- 
ing decision for six months for Wyncrest Development, 
108 Dascomb Road, to build in Pine Street, a private way. 
Wyncrest’s attorney Andrew Caffrey requested the exten- 
sion because the first variance, granted by the board at 
the October 1983 meeting, was due to expire. 


Officer Cronin Commended 


Andover Police Officer Robert Cronin was honored by 
the Board of Selectmen Monday night for his heroic res- 
cue of a young man from the Merrimack River last month 
— and his bravery has inspired the selectmen to consider 
forming a ‘‘Hall of Fame’”’ for local heroes. 

Chairman Donn Byrne cited the officer for ‘‘outstanding 
service to the community’’ when, in the early hours of 
Sunday, Oct. 21, he jumped into the river ‘“‘without thought 
for his own safety.” 

Cronin, a 29-year-old Corbett Street resident, rescued a 
Woburn man who had jumped into the river from a bridge 
off Route 93 South, behind Valle’s restaurant, in an appar- 
ent suicide attempt. 

(According to Officer Cronin, the 31-year-old man is 
currently receiving psychiatric care. ) 

The soft-spoken officer said he hesitated for “half a sec- 
ond”’ before he jumped into the river to rescue the drown- 
ing man, who was clinging to rocks on a bridge support. 

Cronin said he spent five to seven minutes in the cold 


water, swimming to the riverbank with the man in tow. 


The river is about 40 feet deep near the bridge, he said.

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River Road Cluster 
Development Approved 


With the Planning Board’s approval, a 17-lot 
cluster subdivision will be built on a 22-acre Riv- 
er Road site overlooking the Merrimack River. 

The planners recently approved definitive 
subdivision plans and a special permit to cluster 
for High Park, a cluster development proposed 
by Starr Realty Trust of Reading. The subdivi- 
sion will be located off River Road, just east of 
Chandler Road. 

Plans drawn by the engineering firm of Dana 
F. Perkins Associates call for clustering 17 
houses around one cul-de-sac off River Road, 
and leaving 8.46 acres of open space. High Park 
will be served by town water, and on-site septic 
systems. 

No earth will be removed from the site, 
according to engineer Paul Ferrante. 

Staff planner Stephen Colyer recommended 
approval of the plan and the special permit, and 
the board voted 4-0-0 to approve both. (Russ Mo- 
ran abstained because he was not present dur- 
ing an Oct. 9 public hearing on High Park.) 

The board also held a public hearing on defini- 
tive subdivision plans for Delisio Estates, a 
three-lot subdivision proposed by developer 
Fred Delisio for an Andover Street site. 

Stephen Stapinski of Merrimack Engineering 
Services, representing the developer, said the 
parcel is located on the north side of Andover 
Street, approximately 400 feet east of Dascomb 
Road 


One house already exists on the site, Stapinski 
said, along with a barn and several smaller 
buildings. Delisio would like to subdivide the 
parcel to create two new lots of roughly 30,000 
square feet each in the Single Residence B zone. 

‘A new roadway ending in a cul-de-sac would 
serve the three houses, and exit onto Andover 
Street. Traffic generated by the subdivision 
would be “minimal,” Stapinski said. 
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The subdivision would be served by town wa- 
ter and sewer, according to the engineer, and 
two catch basins would be built to accomodate 
drainage from the new houses.

This would allow the developer to avoid cut- 
ting into a steep hill at the end of the circle, and 
leave a buffer zone of existing greenery, the en- 
gineer said. It would also allow the builder to 
preserve a small wall that is currently part of 
the landscape. 

Abutters at the hearing expressed some con- 
cern about drainage from the new houses. One 
neighbor said a culvert near the railroad tracks 
on Andover Street backs up and overflows every 
spring and fall, with water sometimes backing 
up as far as Blood Road. 

The planners have a Nov. 20 deadline for act- 
ing on the Delisio proposal.

four days a week — so the athletic pro- 
gram includes “many different levels,” 
from interscholastic and intramural 
sports to ‘“‘a whole bunch”’ of instructio- 
nal, recreational and fitness offerings. 

It is most important for students to 
achieve ‘‘a balanced perspective on the 
role of athletics/exercise/sports in one’s 
life,’ Mr. Wennick believes. ‘“‘The idea is 
to have an excellent athletic program 
within the framework of a community 
that is academically oriented, so that 
athletics are not dominant, and we stay 
away from the abuses and excesses that 
are around us.”’ 

One of those excesses is the current 
“specialization craze,” he says. ‘“Some 
kids want to do one sport only and that’s 
it, and spend the rest of the year prepar- 
ing for that sport. We encourage them to 
try new sports, to learn about fitness and 
one’s body, as well as top-flight competi- 
tion in a well-coached team sport.” 

Serving as athletic director gave Joe 
the opportunity to work with the acade- 
my’s students (‘‘These are exceptional 
young people — it’s a pleasure and a 
challenge to teach them and coach them 
and counsel them’’), the entire faculty 
(because, again, every teacher must also 
coach), and to encourage the entire PA 
community to develop an interest in 
exercise and fitness (‘‘This community 
has come a long, long way in its aware- 
ness of the healthful life’). 

But he took a “special delight’’ in

working with public school officials and 
a variety of Andover youth groups and 
sports organizations: ‘“That was one part 
of my job I enjoyed the most.” 

Phillips Academy has a long-standing 
tradition of sharing its ‘‘excellent’’ ath- 
letic facilities with the town, Mr. Wen- 
nick says.

Goodyear had as- 
sumed that rubber 
would melt when 
placed in sudden con- 
tact with heat.

Law Suit May Precede 
Rebuilding Of House

Not too long ago it was where their newly ren- 
ovated home stood.

The house at 123 North Main St. was knocked 
off its foundation last May 10 by a Merrimack 
Valley Regional Transit Authority (MVRTA) 
bus traveling south towards the center of town. 
The Cleary’s had just moved back into the house 
after some $50,000 and ten weeks of work had 
been spent renovating the side-by-side two fami- 
ly. A Zoning Board of Appeals variance cleared 
the way for the Cleary’s to take down their 
home, judged unsafe by town building officials, 
and make plans to build another. 

But negotiations with the MVRTA haven’t 


been going too weli, according to the Cleary’s 

lawyer, Joel R. Labell of Lawrence, who told 

THE TOWNSMAN Monday that he would proba- 
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bly file a lawsuit in the next two or three weeks. 
Labell said that the MVRTA representative has 
not made any effort to determine the damage 
caused by the accident. 

Although he wouldn’t say for how much his 
clients will sue, Labell explained that he would 
look for compensation based on physical dam- 
age to the home and the costs involved in build- 
ing a new home, emotional damage the accident 
caused the family and compensation for their 
many moves in and out of temporary housing 
since the accident. ? 

“They are like people without a country, peo- 
ple without a home,”’ Labell said of the Clearys 

The attorney for the MVRTA was surprised 
when THE TOWNSMAN called him to comment 
on the imminent law suit. Attorney John Shyi- 
vitz, of Haverhill, explained that he had only 
heard from Labell once, in an initial letter in-

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Record Andover Turnout Supports GOP

Andover bared its Republican soul Tues- 
day, when a record number of voters 
chose the Grand Old Party’s candidate in 
almost every contest — starting with a 
president whose unprecedented populari- 
ty may have helped draw voters to the 
polls. 

Only Democrat Susan Tucker escaped 
the Republican broom, winning re-elec- 
tion to her seat as state representative 
for the 17th Essex district by a sturdy 60 
percent margin. 

A total of 14,480 ballots were cast at 


Andover High School and the Senior Cen- 
ter on a cloudy but dry Election Day, 
representing 85.2 percent of the town’s 
17,085 registered voters. 

Town Clerk Elden Salter called that a 
“good turnout” Tuesday night at town 
offices on Bartlet Street, where election 
officials finished tallying the votes by 
9:30. 

Tucker, who won Gerald Cohen's rep- 
resentative seat in 1982, won 60 percent 
of the vote in Andover with 8,401 votes. In 
Lawrence (Ward 5, precincts 2, 4, 5, and 


A Gratifying Victory

Andover was clearly in a Republican 
mood Tuesday, which gave Democrat 
Sue Tucker even more reason to savor 
her re-election to the State House as rep- 
resentative for the 17th Essex district, 
she said Tuesday night. 

Sixty percent of the town’s voters 
chose Tucker over Republican challeng- 
er Susan Poore in this week’s 85.2 per- 
cent turnout, and the incumbent said she 
was “‘gratified’’ by that vote of confi- 
cence. 

“It was a very clear Republican 
sweep,”’ Tucker noted. “It could have 
turned the other way. It makes it even 
more gratifying to me, that people had 
enough faith in me to do some ticket- 
splitting. I’ve had wonderful support in 
Andover — it makes me want to go back 
and work even harder.”’ 

The representative's Farrwood Drive 
home was crowded with a lively gather- 
ing of family, friends, supporters and 
campaign workers Tuesday night to help 
her celebrate the end of a campaign that 
she found difficult and often frustrating. 

Paper bags lit by candles lined the 


driveway leading to the Tuckers’ front 
door, and champagne was very much in 
evidence — along with a bunch of 40 huge 
blue and white balloons. 

Wednesday was her 40th birthday, she 
explained, and Tuesday night turned into 
a combination victory/birthday bash. On 
the day after Election Day, the victor 
intended “‘to spend some time with my 
family (husband Mike and sons Mark, 
15, and David, 12) — and sleep! And I'll 
probably be waxing very philosophical 
about turning forty, and this whole cam- 
paign.”’ 

Tucker said her opponent’s campaign 
was characterized by ‘distortions and 
misrepresentation of my record, partic- 
ularly on fiscal issues.” 

She contrasted it to the 1982 campaign, 
when ten candidates battled through the 
primaries ‘with absolutely no mud- 
slinging or name-calling. Everyone was 
very honorable in that race. It was total- 
ly different.” 

Representative Tucker said she was 
‘very pleased that we took the high road

8 and Ward 6, precinct 6), the incumbent 
won 2,023 votes, or 69 percent of the total. 

Andover School Committee member 
Susan Poore, Tucker’s Republican chal- 
lenger, won 39 percent of the Andover 
vote with 5,599 votes, and 25 percent of 
the Lawrence tally with 743 vetes. 

Andover went along with the rest of the 
state (and almost every corner of the 
country) in its whole-hearted endorse- 
ment of a second term for President 
Ronald Reagan. 

The town has 7,038 registered Indepen- 


dents. 6,316 Democrats and 3,731 Repub- 
licans, but 8,812 voters — 61 percent — 
chose Reagan over Democrat Walter 
Mondale. Mondale won 5,474 votes, or 38 
percent. 

The town stayed with the Republican 
ticket in the U.S. Senate race, choosing 
Raymond Shamie with 8,078 votes, or 56 
percent. Democrat John Kerry, who won 
Senator Pau! Tsongas’s seat on the 
statewide vote, won 6,169 votes, or 43 
percent, in Andover.

A lone campaign sign held aloft by a 
bouquet of balloons was tied to a tree in 
Susan T. Poore’s front yard on Tuesday 
evening. 

Inside her Osgood Street home the 
unsucessful Republican candidate for 
the Seventeenth Essex representative 
seat in the state’s General Court was the 
guest of honor at her election night par- 
ty- - -not a victory party, but not a somb- 
er gathering either 

She lost Andover to incumbent Demo- 
crat Rep. Susan €. Tucker, winning 5,599 
votes for 39 percent of Andover’s total to 
Tucker’s 8,401, which represents 60 per- 
cent of the vote. Results from Lawrence 
were not final when Poore sat at her din- 
ing room table talking about her loss.

The Local Turnout 


The slightly over 85 percent turnout of Andover vot- 
ers on Tuesday probably established a local record 
and one of which the town can be proud.

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Neighbors Argue Condo Plan 


Was Altered From Original 


By Susan Rand 


The plan they approved in April at Town Meeting looked 
a lot different from the the site plans they saw at Thurs- 
day’s Zoning Board of Appeals meeting for 29 “luxury” 
condominiums off Poor Street, a group of Shawsheen resi- 
dents told the board. 

The Appeals Board must decide whether to grant a spe- 
cial permit to McNeil and Associates Inc., of Westwood, 
the developers of the 12 acre-plus parcel owned by James 
Barenboim, 43 Oriole Drive, so they can build the condos, 
which will sell for upwards of $250,000 each. But before 
they decide on the special permit, Appeals board mem- 
bers advised McNeil representatives to work out the is- 
sues raised at Thursday’s meeting with neighbors and to 
discuss the development with the Planning Board, which 
they are scheduled to do at the Planning meeting on Tues- 
day, Nov. 27, at 8:30 p.m., in the planning conference 
room, downstairs in the Town Building, off Bartlet Street. 

Two abutters to the project, which will be called Brook- 
field Condominiums, were among those speaking against 
it at Thursday’s meeting. They told the board they felt 
deceived by Barenboim when they saw McNeil’s ren- 
derings of the site. 

Julien Lacourse, who lives with his wife, Anne, at 76 
Poor St., Lacourse argued that Barenboim would never 
have won the Town Meeting vote with the plan that Mc- 
Neil presented to the board on Thursday. 

At issue is a cluster of four condos which are located 
above the development’s roadway, closer to Lacourse’s 
backyard than they were on the plan Town Meeting voters 
saw in April. That cluster was on the opposite side of the 
road on the first plan, farther away from Lacourse’s land 
and that of his neighbors, Robert and Betty Deacon. 

“He (Barenboim) said there would never be a building 
on this side,” Lacourse told the board. He voted for the 
proposal at Town Meeting, assured that buildings would 
not be as close to his property as they are now planned to 
be, he said. 

The entrance to the development was also modified on 
the McNeil plans as was the position of another cluster of 
condos at the other end of the 12.5 acre parcel. 

The first site plan, the one presented at Town Meeting, 
was designed by architect George Matarazzo, of Concord, 
N.H., who is not registered to work in Massachusetts, said 
Thomas Southworth, of NcNeil, who gave his company’s 
presentation on Thursday. 

Southworth told THE TOWNSMAN last Friday that his 
company is willing to make some changes on the site plan, 
calling the concerns raised the night before “reasonable.” 
He said they were willing to move the cluster of four con- 
dos, closest to the Deacon and Lacourse land, but said he 


“The bottom line response is that we can make some 
meaningful adjustments in building locations,’ South- 
worth said in a telephone interview on Friday. He said he 
would speak to the abutters but hadn’t yet done that. 

On Thursday night Southworth argued that the Mataraz- 
zo plan shown to Town Meeting voters was only a ‘‘con- 
cept plan,” which, he said, had to be changed when the 
site was engineered. 

Also opposing the new plan on Thursday was Donald A. 
Bancroft, 20 Argyle St., president of the Friends of 
Shawsheen Neighborhood Association. Bancroft explained 
to the board that the Friends supported Barenboim at 
Town Meeting. But that support didn’t come easily, he 
said. The rights of abutters of the condo site were par- 
amount to the Friends’ support, he said, adding that if the 
plan unveiled on Thursday was presented to Town Meet- 
ing the land would still be zoned for single homes. 

Andover’s Principal Planner Nancy Jeton told THE 
TOWNSMAN on Monday that before McNeil meets with 
the planners they must first address the Friends of 
Shawsheen, as well as the Lacourses and Deacons, she 
said. 

Planning Board Chairman Margaret Bradshaw, who 
was at the meeting with Jeton, said on Thursday night 
that the planners have to be able to assure the town that 
what is built on the site is what Town Meeting approved. 
Jeton told the board their decision was a big responsibility 
since the Town Meeting rezoning set a precedent. 

“A lot of people are looking at this particular project,” 
Jeton said. 

Also present was Building Inspector Sam DeSalvo who 
told the Appeals Board that the town’s planning staff had

Andover recaptured the Merrimack Valley

in charge of the civil division since his 
appointment in February, 1955. Atty. 
Caffrey resigned as associate professor 
at the Boston College Law School to ac- 
cept the federal position. 

Drainage caused many a furrowed 
brow at a joint meeting of the Planning 
Board and Selectmen Monday night, as 
members tried to find some solutions to 
the overall problem. Of special urgency, 
the officials agreed, is a survey of exist- 
ing facilities and plans for the expansion 
of facilities throughout the town. It ap- 
peared that an article will certainly be 
placed in the annual town meeting war- 
rant asking the voters for sufficient mon- 
ey to have the work done properly.

Suspicious Blaze Severely

Six fires set at the Parker Company, 
on Railroad Street, ruined the main man- 
ufacturing building, a former mill, in 
last Thursday’s three alarm fire that 
brought over 50 local firefighters to the 
scene.

blaze firefighters fought for eight and 
one-half hours. 

Fire department personnel from Wil- 
mington, Methuen and Reading covered 
Andover’s three stations while the local 
firefighters were at the fire. 

The Parker Company is partly owned 
by Richard Burke, of Gloucester, who ar- 
rived to watch his business burn some- 
time around 4 a.m., said Wright. Burke 
could not be reached at his home to com- 
ment on his loss. 

When they left the central fire station, 
said Wright, the sky was lit up with a 
glow from the blaze. Flames were 50 to 
60 feet high and the one-story building 
that housed the machine and carpentry 
shops were totally engulfed in flames. 
The windows had been blown out, Wright 
said, and it would have been impossible 
to enter the building if there had been 
anyone inside, he added, because he said 
the fire had been burning for some time 
before the call for help was received. An 
unidentified person was in an adjacent 
building but was outside soon after the 
firefighters arrived and was never 
threatened by the fire, said Wright. 

It took about 45 minutes to contain the 
blaze, said Wright, which the firefighters 
did by surrounding the building with 
streams of water. A four-story mill build- 
ing, also part of the Parker Company, 
was threatened by the fire as winds blew 
flames towards the building, Wright 
said. Five of the small fires set were in 
that building but were doused by the 
sprinkler system. Copilabs, which is also 
next to the Parker building was dam- 
aged by the fire, said Wright. 

Wright ordered power cut off in the 
buildings soon after he arrived so the 
blaze wouldn’t trip off an electrical fire. 
And when Massachusetts Electric work- 
ers tried to restore electricity at 11:20 
a.m. a malfunction in the system, as a 
result of the blaze, caused a loss of power 
for some 500 customers in the area. Most 
of the power was restored an hour later, 
said Richard Yanco, of Massachusetts 


Electric, with all customers back on line 
by 1:40 p.m. 

Wright told THE TOWNSMAN he was 
very proud of the firefighters at the 
blaze. They saved the adjacent build- 
ings, he said, from fire with quick and 
professional work. 

“With the winds blowing towards the 
buildings it would have been easy to 
have three mill buildings going that 
night,”’ said Wright.

And she would have run a different 
race, said Poore if she had it to do all 
over again, starting to campaign in Jan- 
uary. She said the fight for the State 
House job was eclipsed by presidential 
politics and the area races for the U.S. 
Senate and Fifth Congressional District 
in the House of Representatives. 

Tucker was helped by her incumbency, 
Poore explained. She said a representa- 
tive is able to do a lot for constituents 
throughout a term in office, work that a 
challenger cannot equal. And, it cannot 
be compared to the advantage she has 
enjoyed as an incumbent in local politi- 
cal races here in Andover, said Poore, 
because state officials have more ways 
to help their constituents. 

One issue Poore said she regretted 
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never forcing Tucker to discuss during 
the campaign was the non-binding refer- 
endum question she petitioned to get on 
Andover’s ballot. Overwhelmingly ap- 
proved by Andover voters 82 percent to 
17 percent, the question proposes to in- 
struct the town’s state representative to 
vote in favor of legislation repealing the 
seven and one-half percent surtax on the 
five percent Massachusetts income tax. 

Poore agreed that the heavy vote for 
the tax repeal was at odds with her final 
vote tallies which in part reflected a lack 
of support for the fiscal conservatism 
she espoused throughout the campaign. 
The challenge is there for Tucker, said 
Poore, to take up the mandate of her con- 
stituents. 

“Her answer remains to be seen.” 
Poore said. ‘‘Mrs. Tucker should take 
that 82 percent and deal with it the only 
way there is—to draft legislation to do 
it.” 

While her supporters wandered in and 
out of her large home, Poore had a word 
for each, sometimes a wink and a hug for 
many. She encouraged them to help 
themselves to the array of food and drink 
throughout the house. On the dining 
room table sat a large sheet cake with 
her blue and white logo, name and the 
Republican elephant designed in the 
frosting. It was hard not to win for all of 
those people in her home on Tuesday, 
Poore said as she cut into the cake and 
passed it around.

Andover voters also disagreed with the 
State totals by choosing Republican Gre- 
gory Hyatt over Democrat Chester At- 
kins for the Fifth Congressional district. 
Although Atkins won Congressman 
James Shannon’s seat, he won only 6,365 
Andover votes, or 45 percent, to Hyatt’s 
7,688 votes, or 54 percent. 

Republican Robert Buell will return to 
the state Senate, representing the First 
Essex and Middlesex district, with And- 
over’s blessing. Buell won 3,565 votes, 71 
percent, besting William Squillace. The 
Democratic newcomer won 1,400 votes, 
or 28 percent. 

In the county commissioners’ contest, 
the statewide winners also won Andover: 
Democrat Katherine Donovan won 39 
percent of the Andover total with 7,051 
votes, and Republican Everett Hudson 
won 30 percent with 5,439 votes. Demo- 
crat Terrence Breen took up the rear 
os 5,294 votes, or 29 percent of the to- 
tal. 


Democrat Patricia McGovern, rep- 
resenting the Second Essex and Middle- 
sex district in the state Senate, ran 
unopposed. So did her Democratic col- 
leagues John Markey, Fifth district 
councillor; John Burke, Essex County 
register of probate; and Katherine 
O’Leary, Essex County treasurer. 

Andover voted Yes on all three ques- 
tions on the ballot Tuesday, each of them 
non-binding. 

A total of 6,673 voters, or 52 percent, 
voted Yes on Question One, which in- 
structs the local representative to vote in 
favor of a resolution calling upon the 
U.S. Congress and the president to im- 
mediately withdraw any and all troops 
and military advisors from El Salvador 
and Honduras; to stop any and all mili- 
tary aid to El Salvador, Honduras and 
Guatemala; to stop any and all aid to the 
forces fighting to overthrow the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua; and to direct those 
funds to the domestic economy. 

Voters said Yes to Question Two by an 
82 percent margin, with 10,379 voting Yes 
and 2,242 (17 percent) saying No. The 
question directs the state representative 
to vote in favor of legislation repealing 
the seven and one-half percent surtax on 
the five-percent state income tax. 

And 10,306 voters, or 80 percent, said 
Yes to Question Three, which asks the 
representative to vote in favor of legis- 
lation, resolutions or constitutional 
amendments to balance the state and 
federal budgets and to retire the national 
debt by reducing spending rather than 
increasing taxes, adding fees, expanding 
borrowing, or ‘“revenue-enhancement 
measures.”’

through the whole campaign, even 
though at times it was very difficult.” 

Voters chose her because they ‘‘recog- 
nized that I have done a good job,’’ she 
maintained, ‘that I’ve worked hard and 
represented them well.
